The only other 
day that approached Saturday’s record was 
August 1, when fifteen certificates went on 
record for victims of Old Sol's wrath. 

A singular fact in connection with the 
deaths from heat is that at least four-fifths 
of them are adults. 

The fatalities among children has been 
gratifyingly small not only since the ex- 
cessively hot weather set in, but alse for 
the past month. June was the most fatal 
month of the year, or for several years, 
to many children, and Health Commissioner 
Starkloff attributed it largely to the im- 
pure milk furnished by the dairies. Since 
the strict enforcement of the milk ins 
tion bill, the health of the children of St. 
Louis has materially improved.

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A PLAGUE OF HOT WINDS. 


from New York to West- 
ern Kansas. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—The latest reports 
show that the total list of victims of heat 
prostration Bunday numbered sixty-five, Of 
these twenty-two are dead, ten are ex- 
pected to die and three were driven insane 
by the heat. 

Michael Enright attempted to take his 
life by cutting his throat with a razor, and 
is at His home in @ oritical condition, 

Fred Krohne took poison and died at his 
home. 

On one of the bridges the police had «a 
struggle with a Swede ef giant strength, 
who attempted to throw people into the 
river. The heat had made him crasy. 

On Sunday a southwest wind prevented 
the crowded tenement houses from being 
actually turned inte morgues, and the bet- 
ter homes into hospitals, For three days 
the wind had gseorched and burned the 
city with all the heat of the Southwestern 
prairies. 

At midnight Saturday night the heat reg- 
istered 9) degs., and in the public parks 
thousands were sleeping on the grass. Dur- 
ing Sunday afternoon, after 4 brief respite, 
there was a gradual increase in the heat, 
which made the interiors of the houses 
confbarable to bakers’ ovens, and the at- 
mosphere out of doors Ike that of a a- 
hara. 

It began to grow unoomfortably warm 
here to-day at early dawn, and as the 
blazing sun pushed ite way up over Lake 
Michigan the intensity of the heat was in- 
creased hour by hour. To make life still 
more unbearable a steamy hot wind, as 
baneful as a siroceo from the sands of Sa- 
hara, blew over the oity from the marsh- 
es and swamps beyond the southern limit. 
It was a Dbilighting wind, and men sought 
to escape from it. 

It was terrible, even on the lake front 
and in those quarters of Chicago where 
wealth and plenty abound, but in the pover- 
ty stricken tenement distriotse the agony 
was awful to contemplate. All night long 
the miserable wretches sweltered and pant- 
ed in vain for a breath of refreshing air. 
They slept, or tried to sleep, by thousands 
on the sidewalks and on the paving stones, 
while the steamy vapors rose from the garb- 
age heaps, spreading death and disease. The 
city ambulances and patrol wagons from 
the police stations were kept on the run 
all night long, bearing victims of the heat 
to the hospitals. 

This morning men walked through the 
aireets without coats or vests, and panted 
for want of fresh air. Prostrations from 
heat began to be reported as early as 8 
o'clock. Animals overcome by the heat lay 
dead in almost every ward in town. They 
were so numerous that the garbage men 
could not keep the streets clear of them. 

The Coroner’s office was busier to-day 
than it has been before in years. There 
were not enough deputies to do the work. 
All of yesterday’s heat victims and a part 
of those who succumbed Saturday were on 
the books awaiting inquests. In order to 
get through with the work the Coroner

South Enders Protest Against the Re- 

dv@ction Works and Walter 
Blakely Replies. 


The people of the South Side are up in 
arms against the reduction works of the 
St. Louis Sanitary Co., at the foot of Gas- 
conade street, and they are determined to 
make a test of their power as citizens in 
an effort to abate the nuisance. 

Petitions addressed to the Mayor and the 
Board of Health were circulated among the 
South Enders Monday morning and were 
numerously signed. The petitions told how 
obnoxious were the odors from the reduction 
works and the stenches from the slop carts 
and dead animal wagons whieh travel along 
certain South Side streets with their loads 
of garbage. The Mayor and the Board of 
Health were asked to put an end to the nuis- 


ance. 

In reply to the allegations of the petitions 
Walter J. Blakely, Secretary of the St. 
Louis Santtary Co., says: 

“I can speak officially only for the St. 
Louis Sanitary Company, but as this com- 
pany and the contractor for the collection 
arbage work together for the sanitation 
of the city, I am in a position to speak per- 
tinently, although unofficially, also of his 
affairs. 

“Citizens who are. complaining of .ae 
smecl, from garbage carts and dead animal 
wagons, as they pass with their loads 
through the streets after nightfall, should 
realize that it is an act of Providence and 
not the neglect or fault of the contractor for 
collection of garbage that is bringing this 
additional discomfort upon them. The pres- 
ent torrid spell is as much of an infliction 
upon the eity as was the late tornado, or as 
would be a conflagration or a visitation of 
pestilence. Every individual is suffering, 
young and old, rich and poor alike, animals 
as well as human beings. 

It is simply a physical impossfbility for 
the animals of the garbage contractor to 
do their work in the day time in the pres- 
ent heat. The hard work they have to per 
form, the long hauls they have to make, 
continually in the eun, would kill every 
animal in his stables with two days’ work. 
Even as it is, his losses have been very 
great, and it is a question for the citizens 
of St. Louls to consider whether their dead 
animals and garbage must be removed at 
night or not at all. 

“Tt is not a question of expense, it is note 
question of arrangement or management— 
it is a vital necessity that these wagons 

ss through the streets at night to remove 

e 200 or more tons per day of garbage 
that rots in the alleys almost within the 
same hour it is placed there. The people of 
the whole city should consider this and 
realize that not only their comfort, but their 
health, requires the vigilant action of the 
garbage contractor, and such action can be 
taken only at night. He has tried collection 
in the day time and his horses and mu es 
fall dead in their harness and his drivers 
collapse beside their wagons. 

“Citizens, before complaining of what is 
done, should realize the terrible and pestif- 
erous condition in which the city would be 
were the garbage contractor compelled to 
stop collecting for only one week. In this 
connection they should consider, too, what 
would be the condition of the city were 
the factories of the St. Louis Sanitary Cc. 
to be stopped for a single day.

ACROSS THE STREET FROM THE 
POPE PUBLIC SCHOOL. 


HOW HE GOT X LICENSE. 


The Police Department, Through the 
Instrumentality of Dr. W. R. 
Faulkner, Signed the Petition. 


When Principal J. W. Hall of the Charles 
Pope School returns from his summer va- 
cation and finds himself in the vicinity of 
Ewing and Laclede avenues, where that 
large house of instruction is located, he will 
be horrified to observe an Italian saloon 
with gaily colored curtains, side entrance 
and rear room directly across the street 


from the main entrance of the school. 

The saloon was only recently opened and 
as the proprietor has secured a five years 
ease on e corner it looks as though he 
had come to stay. The operator of this 
liquid dispensing emporium is a native of 
Sunny Italy and bears the cognomen of 
Tony Bernero. 

rnero occupies the entire building on 
the southeast corner of Ewing and Laclede 
avenues, the upper floor being a home for 
his family. Since he threw open his thirst 
parlor there has been more than one pro- 
test raised in that quarter of the city. 

— 3 is one of the largest of the public 
— ools, havin twenty-four rooms and a 

ndergarten. he attendance was so large- 
ly in excess of the accommodations at the 
opening of last year’s term that double ses- 
sions were made necessary in a number of 
the rooms. The total enrollment ran up 
close to the 2,000 mark, the pupils ranging 
from the kindergarten clear up to the Fgh 
school age. 

Why a saloon should be opened at the 
very door of one of the best schools in the 
West End is what many of the citizens of 
that district cannot understand. No mat- 
ter how respectable Bernero may feel dis- 
posed to run his place, the opinion is 
general that the corner is not the place for 
a saloon. 

Bernero dormerly operated a saloon with 
wine-room connections at Seventeenth and 
Pine streets, and called his place the Pine 
Knot.” The new establishment is known 
as the Laclede.“ It is so close to the 
school that the children in the rooms front- 
ing on Laclede avenue can see everything 
that transpires in the barroom. If they 
are good observers they can keep tab on 
the barkeeper and tell whether or not he 
rings up every drink. 

A peculiar feature of Bernero’s coming to 
that neighborhood lies in the aid, comfort 
and assistance furnished him by the Police 
Department. The Fifth District Police Sta- 
tion and stables are on the same block and 
the license on file in the Excise Commis- 
sioner’s office shows that Supt. William R. 
Faulkner attached his name as the represen- 
tative of the Department to the petition. 

Faulkner’s title in the department is su- 
perintendent of the mounted stables. The 
stables in the block opposite the Pope 
School were formerly used for stock of the 
mounted police, but since the removal of the 
district to Forest Park the old stables have 
been used for patrol wagons and horses 
used in that service. Adjoining the stables 
is the Fifth District main station in charge 
of Capt. Boyd, 

In signing Bernero’s petition Superintend- 
ent Faulkner placed his name thereon as the 
representative of all this property. 

hen a Post-Dispatch reporter saw Dr. 
Faulkner Monday he seemed surprised that 
there was any doubt entertained of his au- 
thority to sign a dramshop license as the 
representative of property owned by the 
Police Department. 

“I certainly would not have affixed my 
name to that petition,’’ he said, if I doubt- 
ed for a minute that T lacked the authority. 
I have been in charge of that property for 
nearly twenty-five years, and as custodian 
I believe I have the right to sign for it. Be- 
fore I indorsed Bernero's application 
for the license I took the pains to ascer- 
tain what kind of a place he intended to 
conduct on Laclede avenue. My investiga- 
tion convinced me that he proposed to con- 
duct a first-class orderly place that would 
not be offensive to the school or the neigh- 
\borhood. 

There are no white families living in the 
block at this time,the whole section having 
been given over to colored people. There was 
no remonstrance or objection on the part 
of anyone in the block, so I concluded there 
would be nothing wrong in letting him con- 
duct an orderly saloon on the corner. I 
told the person who requested my signature 
that if the place was not conducted properly 
I would be the first to move for its re- 
moval. 8 

„Don't you think a saloon so close to a 
large public school is objectionable?” he 
was asked. 

„No; I can see no harm in a first-class 
orderly bar. I have a daughter teaching in 
that same school, and if I thought it objec- 
tionable would not have signed for the 
license. This is the first information I have 
had that there was any objection to the 
place. Understand that if the saloon is 
managed in such a manner as to make it 
objectionable, I will be the first to de- 
mand its removal. I insist, however, that 
I did not exceed my authority in signing 
the petition.”

Guatemala. 


MONROE, La., Aug. 10.—Letters received 
in this city tell harrowing tales of suffer- 
ing experienced by a colony of Louisiana 
negroes in Guatemala, who were induced to 
go there last May to work on railroads. The 
letters say that four of their number have 
been killed while trying to escape, and that 
those alive are in a worse condition than 
slavery; and they are anxious to return to 
their Louisiana homes.

ANDERSON DEMONSTRATED THAT 
HE CAN DO A MILE A MINUTE. 


A THRILLING SPECTACLE. 
Failed to Hold the Engine in the First 


Attempt—Compliete Success on 
„ th Trial. 


Althouglf E. E. Anderson did not quite 
succeed in his attempt to ride a mile in 
one minute at Oldenburg, III., on Sunday 
afternoon, to all intents and purposes he 
demonstrated that he could do so by rid- 
ing a full mile paced by a locomotive in 
1:08, as timed by W. P. Laing and D. W. 
Robert of St. Louis. One thousand people 
saw him do it. 

After his successful half mile in 33 2-5 
seconds, paced by a locomotive, last Sat- 
urday, it was but natural that An- 
derson should ride the full mile under sim- 
ilar conditions Sunday. Hence there was 
little surprise or wonderment expressed 
by the people who saw him make the mile 
in 1:03 flat. 

Probably it was the feeling of confidence 
that he would do the trick easily, engend- 
ered by these pre-event trials, that caused 
so many people to stay away from the 
great race. 

So mahy marvels have been accom- 
plished on the bicycle of late that it would 
not ovcasion more than passing comment 


if some daring rider* was to have himself 
shot up out of a cannon at a velocity of 
a thousand miles a minute. The people

His wheel was right 
close upon the pacemaker and he rode 
steadily, but pumped very hard. Half way 
down the mile a grade crossing caused a 
raise of about six inches iff fifty feet. 
Slight as it was, it caused him to drop back 
about twenty feet, but when he struck the 
drop <n the cther side of the crossing he 
made n.ost of it up. In the last few hun- 
dread feet he weakened perceptibly, and 
when the line was crossed he was feet 
behind the pacemaker, which was going at 
a sixty-one-mile clip. 

Anderson was timed by D. W. Robert, 
local representative of the Racing Board, 
and W P. Laing. The timers were on the 
back platform of the pacing coach. Mr. 
Laing caught his time in 1:88 flat. Mr. 
Robert had some trouble with his watch 
just at the finish and could not tell exactly 
what the time was, but was confident that 
it approximated 1:06. 

Anderson was weakened by the ride. He 
“burned” his breathing apparatus by in- 
haling the smoke and vapor of the engine. 
His tongue was skinned by the hot, sul- 
phurous atmosphere and his lungs were 

‘scotch d. He also complained of a gen- 
eral feeling of goneness.“ Still he wanted 
to make another trial, but was dissuaded 
from it by his friends. On Sunday, August

SELF TO AVOID VIOLENCE. 


THREATENED BY HER LOVER. 


Troubles of a Woman With a Record 
and a Man Whose Rich Father 


Is Dying. 


As soon as Ella Hamilton gets out of the 
City Hospital she will be sent to Police 
Court charged with disturbing the peace, 
and John O'Connell will appear against her. 
He will also have to answer to a similar 
charge. , 

Ella and John have been partners in sin 


and crime. It will be recalled that they 
were implicated in the systematic es 4 
of Dunn's Morgan street 1 whic 

was carried on for several weeks last win- 


ter. 

Dick Clark, who is living with Ella Ham- 
Uton's sister, was employed by Dunn as a 
clerk. He picked up a handsome sealskin 
sacque and threw it out of the rear window 
into the alley. O'Connell was there to get 
it and he took it to Ella Hamilton, and Ella 
took it back to the pawnshop and borrowed 
$25 on it. Then the sacque was t back in 
stock and Clark got it again and threw it out 
the window. tila caught it that time and 
O’Connell pawned it for he three 
kept that up until the same garment had 
been pawned about fifteen times. Th 
scheme was discovered and the arrests fol- 
lowed. . 

O’Connell’s father, an old ice man living 
at 1608 Morgan street, is very ill, and the 
young man has been busy the last few 
weeks endeavoring to be taken back into 
the family, from which he was expelled 
when he began his downward career.

Young O’Connell called to see his father 
Sunday, but was not allowed in the house. 
That angered him so that when he returned 
to the room of Ella Hamilton, with whom he 
was living at 1500 Pine street, he quarreled 
with her and fell to beating her.

After a half-hour of such abuse he left 
her and said he would return later in the 
night and finish his job. 

he went to a drug store and purchased a 
bottle of morphine. When she returned to 
her room she swallowed the contents of the 
bottle and then called in a young woman 
who rooms in the same house and told her 
what she had done. a 

A policeman was called and an ambulance 
took Ella Hamilton to the City Hospital, 
where Dr. Sutter 1 the stomach pump. 
After two hours’ hard work Ella was out 
of da Tr. She said she had taken the 
poison because she was afraid O’Connell 
would return and kill her and she would 
rather die from morphine poisoning than 
suffer another such beating as had been ad- 
ministered to her by O’Connell. 

Patrolmen Kohrs and ones A waited in 
the Hamilton woman’s room until O’Connell 
returned, which was about 1 o’clock Mon- 
day morning. He was arrested and locked 
in a cell at the Central Police Station. When 
Ella is released from the Hospital she and 
O'Connell will be prosecuted for disturbing 
each other’s peace, as he claims that she 
annoyed him.

THEY BEAT AND STABBED HIM. 


Sunday Night Diversion at Chris Von 
der Ahe’s Merry-Go-Round 
Race Track. 


Joseph D. Purcell, better known as Ed, 
a brawny six-footer, whose five years’ ex- 
perience as a policeman led him to think 
lightly of the prowess of jockeys and 
hostlers, was beaten almost to death in the 
stable yard of Chris Von der Ahe’s race 
track Sunday night. 

He lies at the Mullanphy Hospital, with 
his head battered, his face cut and bruised 


and his abdomen pierced by a knife. 

The Sixth District sleuths are striving to 
discover who did it, and they have made 
several arrests on the drag-net principle. 

Purcell was dismissed from the police 
force two weeks ago, and was at once 
hired by Von der Ahe as night watchman of 
the stable yard, which is opposite the base 
ball park and merry-go--ound track, on the 
west side of Vandeventer avenue. 

He was clubbed, knifed and punched Sun- 
day night as a result of his ideas of law in 
a race stable, and in fulfillment of frequent 
assurances that he would be laid low. He 
has attempted to exclude from the stables 
hangers-on who did not have badges; he has 


almost as numerous as the equine dogs“ 
in the Von der Ahe stables. 

About 10:45 Sunday night, Purcell had 
made a round of the stables and was 
approaching the Vandeventer avenue end 
of the yard, twirling his club and holding 
in contempt the camp followers of the 
track who had threatened him. His atten- 
tion was drawn to a group of whites and 
negroes, who began to bandy words with 
him for killing their 5 Purcell was 
quickly involved in a hot controversy, 
which was changed to action by a .man 
who sneaked up behind the watchman and 
gh 3 him on the back of the head with 
a club. 

Purcell raised his club but before he 
could swing it he was struck again and 
attacked from every side. 

Stable boys pounced on him lke Lilipu- 
tlans on Mr. Gulliver. 

One man made at him with a knife, and 
thrust it into his left groin, inflicting a 
wound two inches long, but not very deep. 

Purcell fell like a log, and without re- 
turning a blow, for the knife and the club 
were too much for him. The stable boys 
kept at him, and while several were con- 
tent to punch his face and close his eyes 
others were after spoil, and they succeeded
